,San Francisco, April 9.---An Ameri­ 
can owned ship for the first time since 
the beginning of the war has sunk a 
German submarine.

American owned, though of

registry, has arrived here from Lon­

battle with a U-boat off the British 
coast. For twenty minutes the tanker 
exchanged shots with the submers­ 
ible. 
One of her men was killed, 
three 
others Injured and considerable dam­ 
age done to the vessel before a shot 
from her guns sent the submarine to 
the bbttom.

Washington, April 9.—Developments 
of the fourth «lay of the war center­ 
ed on Capitol Hill, where congress 
got .down to business to supplement 
its authorization to the president to 
accept Germany's war challenge. 
It had before it in its several com­ 
mittees the legislation » which

mobilize ajl of the men and money re­ 
sources of the nation, to make the 
nation the most powerful factor in 
the great world conflict. 
Briefly summarized 
the 
congress 
within the next fortnight hopes to pro­ 
vide: 
Nationalization of 
the 
state 
militia, bringing it and the regular es­ 
tablishment to war strength; creat­ 
ing a volunteer army of 500,000 men 
with provisions for ral^ng similar 
units as fast as training facilities are 
available; increasing the strength of 
the navy and mdrlue corps; authori­ 
zation of a bond issue which-will en­ 
able the Uftited States to extend 
a 
credit of $O>00,000,090 
to 
entente; 
perfection of a new system of taxa­ 
tion with an inclination to in part 
“pay as it goeR*,” an espionage sys­ 
tem which w ill “ifod 
German 
anti- 
American activity in this country; a 
system of conservation which 
will 
enable the nation to prevent waste of 
all commodities, especially foodstuffs; 
a system of conscription to apply to 
skilled labor and especially trained 
men in every walk of life; co-opera­ 
tion between the entente 
and 
the 
United States in the operation of gov­ 
ernment ship lanes. 
It was admittedly a comprehensive 
program which the congress 
faced, 
but speedy action is looked for., 
% It ia. stated that the fleet is co­ 
operating wit^ the fleets of France 
and Great Bfitaln in the steps taken 
to safeguard shipping and to end as 
soon as possible the German subma­ 
rine menace. 
While reports of

"Whereas. Germany has destroyed 
our ships, killed our people end re­ 
stricted our commerce by illegal sub­ 
marine warfare, and attempted to ar­ 
ray against us the friendly powers of 
Japan and Mexico, in a plot to dis­ 
member our nation; and 
“Whereas, by these and other hos­ 
tile acts Germany 
is 
making * ar 
against the United plates; therefore, 
be it 
"Resolved, That we. the citizen)* of 
Decatur and Albany. Morgan county, 
Alabama, in mass meeting assembled 
do declare our approval of the action 
of the president in severing diplomat­ 
ic relations with Germany, and arm- 
g American vessels, and congress 
in <!bclarb|g war on Germany. 
“Resolved, further. That we whole­ 
heartedly and without reservation en­ 
dorse President Wilson in what he 
has done, and in what he asked con­ 
gress to do in regard to dealing with 
Germany. 
“Resolved, further. That we endorse 
fully the president's statement, that 
we will not choose the path of sub­ 
mission, and that if there is disloyal­ 
ty It will be dealt with with a flrm 
Hand, and stern repression. 
So, that 
in the language of the Immortal Lin 
coin, *the government of the people,

shall not perish from the earth.' ”

We, the undersigned, were called in 
consultation by the board ot trustees 
of the Benevolent Society Hospital to 
advise with them as to (heir financial 
coalition. 
They laid before us a full 
and complete statement of their fi­ 
nancial resources and the 
cost 
of 
maintaining 
the 
institution. 
We 
found that the management had been 
very efficient in all respects; in fact, 
with inore thorough attention to de­ 
tails than most men g ivejheir busi­ 
ness. 
They knew the cost per in­ 
dividual for every meal served in the 
hospital. 
Since the dpening 
of 
the 
hospital, Aug. 16, 191$ drugs tnd op­ 
erating room supplies have constant 
ly advanced in price, as well as pro­ 
visions, fuel and all 
other 
articles 
ufced. Their endeavor to maintain the 
hospital without 'raising 
the 
prices 
has resulted 
in 
expenses becoming 
more than .the income. The only fixed 
income is $6jS‘per month, and yet this 
institution h is been run at an aver- 
age expense of from $500 to $800 per 
month, caring for charity cases and 
with the usual percentage of uncol­ 
lectable bills. rfR 
Upon flndin^expenses were running 
behfnd, the board of trustees raised 
the prices March 1, and asked our ad­ 
vise in regard to the deficit of ^500 
for running expenses. Wg^j^eo found 
that the balance of cost of equipment 
which was absolutely necessary for 
an Institution of this kind, and im­ 
provements on the property, amounted 
to $500. £nd other necessary expenses 
with interest due-amounted to near­ 
ly $1,000. These debts were being paid 
by the efforts of the ladies, and since 
the hospitaf opened they have raised 
$1,824, which has been used to meet 
the various obligations and pay In­
